New York, Aug. 25.—E. H. Harrlman 
rested quietly at his home at Arden 
today, and had not been disturbed at 
11:30 o'clock. 
Judge Lovett. general 


counsel of the Southern Pacific rail- 
road went out to see him. 


Mr. Harriman after a trying ordeal 


accompanying his arrival from Europe, 
today began the after-cure for which 
he returned to his home in Arden after 
a rigorous treatment at Bad Gaslein. 
His weakness resulting from his ill 
health and rigid diet while abroad'Vas 
accentuated on his arrival by an at- 
tack of nausea yesterday while coming 
up to the harbor, and it apparently 
required considerable exercise of nerve 
upon Mr. Harrlman's part to carry 
him through the transfers from the 
liner to the tug which bore him to his 
new home, and to face1 and answer the 
questions of many newspaper men who 
met him at the dock. 


Although air. Hariman seemed phys- 


ically weak, he was as vigorous men- 
tally as ever. He displayed a determi- 
nation to put the best possible face 
upon his condition as he said he was 
feeling better and outlined plans for 
the further development-of the rail- 
road properties under his control. 


. Wants to Develop Lines. 


While Mr. Harrlman 
talked about 


his railroad plans with manifest inter- 
est he declined to discuss the reported 
plan for the segregation of 'the assets 
of 
the Union Pacific railroad which 


has been reported as being in pros- 
pect. 


"The only thing that concerns me," 


he said, "is the development and im- 
provement of lines under our charge 
and that we may take advantas-e of 
these prosperous times to complete the 
developments."

On arriving at his ' home on the 


mountain tpp;at Arden, Mr. Hariman 
..repeatedly expressed his delight at the 
'"progress which.has been made during 
his ab.sence in^-completing the house 
and grading the grounds, and declared 
his pleasure~in getting home again.. .,•.,

Paulhan Hangs Up New 


Mark for Sustained Flight 


at Rheims. 


Kheims. Aug. 25.—Glenn H. Curtiss, 


the only American contestant In the 
aeroplane races here, covered a lap of 
the course. G 1-5 miles this afternoon 
at a rate of speed that, according to 
unofficial timing, broke the record for 
this distance, made yesterday by Bler- 
iot, eight minutes 4 :-» seconds. 


Curtiss himself made the record that 


fell before Bleriot. covering the dis- 
tance in 8 minutes 35 2-5 seconds. 


But when the official time was given 


out It was seen that Curtiss had tied 
Bleriot. His time also was eight min- 
utes 4 2-5 seconds. 


Paulhan Beatt Wright Record. 


Paulhan. the French aviator, flying 


over the 10 kilometer course 
today 


beat the distance record held previous- 
ly by the Wright brothers. 


He was competing for the Prix de 


la Champagne, and covered a distance 
of 131 kilometers (81.25) miles in two 
house 43 minutes and 24 seconds. 
The 


distance between turns was not count- 
ed. He recovered the course 113 times. 
His time at the end of the twelfth lap 
was 2 hours 28 minutes 36 seconds. 
The Wright record for distance is 73 
miles according to the official measur- 
ing. This does not count the curve" In 
flight. The Wright record for time In 
the air made in France December 31 
is 2 hours 20 minutes 23 1-5 seconds. 


This record was exceeded by Roger 


Sommer on August 7 but the timing 
was not bffliclal. Sommer then stayed 
In the-air for two hours 27 minutes and 
15 seconds. This time has been the 
world's record for duration of flight. 
Paulhan uses a Volsln biplane. 
The 


Sommer and Wright machines also are 
biplanes. 


Paulhan .covered in all about 135 


kilometers and'was obliged to descend 
on account of Jack of fuel.

ity. In each of these periods Mr. Win- 
ship gave many incidents and obser- 
vations by way of illustration of suc- 
cess often attained in the wise and 
common sense training of children.

Secretary Wilson, of the agricultural 
department.

use of bei:zoate of soda in food pre- 
parations.

wouldn't hurt." and since then the 
question has been a live wire. Dr. II. 
W. Wiley, the greatest food expert In 
the country and the man more than 
anybody else responsible for the pure 
food and drug propaganda and the na- 
tional pure food and drug laws, has de- 
clared unqualifiedly against the uso of 
benzoate of soda as a preservative, and 
this not only because the drug Is Itself 
a positively deleterious substance, but 
for the vital reason that to legalize the 
use of such a preservative affords the 
greatest possible encouragement to the 
use of Inferior food materials. It has 
been pointed out, and It Is truth de- 
monstrable In every housewife's cellar 
throughout the land, that pure and 
wholesome fruit or vegetables need no 
preservatives. 
The major opinion in 


the Denver convention is strongly 
against any toleration of benzoate of 
soda and when the whole Issue has 
been thoroughly threshed 
out there 


will doubtless come from the food ex- 
perts a strong declaration of their po- 
sition in that wise.

nalist and Playwright. 


New York. Aug. 25.—Charlcn Alfred- 


Byrne, Journalist and playwright, died 
yesterday, of appendicitis In a Jersey 
City hospital.

The letter 
was denounced by General Garfield as 
a forgery. Byrne and three men as- 
sociated with him were arrested.

and his associates were not prosecuted.

. Albert L. Scott, former general man- 
ger of the Fort Wayne street railway 
system, and a man who in his active 
years was recognized1 as one of the 
most competent street railway officials 
In the country, died 
at 9:10 o'clock 


Tuesday evening at the age of 60 years 
8 months and 11 days. The last three 
years of Mr. Scott's life were passec 
beneath a mental cloud.that made his 
case a particularly distressing one. 
He suffered -from paresis and the end 
came In the'insane ward at the county 
infirmary, whero it was necessary to 
place him when specialists were able 
to -give no possible hope for his re- 
covery. Dropsical- conditions also de- 
veloped In his case and during the 'past 
six weeks his decline had been very 
rapid. 


.Mr. Scott was born in Brownsville, 


Pa., and practically his entire busK 
ness life was spent in the direction of 
street railway affairs. 
He came to 


Fort Wayne in 1897 from St. Paul, 
Minn., where he had been superin- 
tendent of the city street railway lines, 
and "where he had constructed new 
suburban lines and developed sum- 
mer parks on an extensive scale/When 
in the early vicissitudes of the Fort 
Wayne system It .fell into the hands of 
Cleveland banking interests they se- 
cured', the services of Mr. Scott and 
brought him to Fort Wayne, placing 
him In absolute charge of the city 
lines here.

things, no one -was able to 'question 
his. magnificent executive and manag- 
erial ability, and he quickly brought 
the Fort Wayne city railway system 
to a .high grade of 
efficiency. 
He 


ruled with a stern hand, but he was 
fair and just in all things, 
and 
in 


the street railway -world o£ the coun- 
try his ability was highly recognized. 


Mr. Scott built a summer home at 


Roblson park and for some years lived 
there. 
-"When the 
present interests 


purchased the city street railway lines 
Mr. Scott retired from the manage- 
ment and returned to St. Paul, where 
for a year he gave attention to some 
messenger Interests which he owned 
in that city. About a year later he 
returned to Fort Wayne and again 
took up his residence at the entrance 
to Robison park, finding diversion in 
the raising 'of fine horses, but the 
business did not prove a financial suc- 
cess. 


Health Began to Break. 


Then, about three, years ago, Mr. 


Scott's health began to fail. He had 
been prematurely gray, and this gave 
him ah appearance of age far beyon'l 
his years. His flne mentality mani- 
fested 
marked signs of weakening, 


and skilled specialists who were .en- 
gaged In his case diagnosed the condi- 
tion as paresis, and were able to hold 
out no hope whatever for his recov- 
ery. He was for some months a pa- 
tient at St. Joseph's hospital, but con- 
tinued to dcclSr.a steadily and it was 
necessary to place him In the insane 
ward at the Infirmary, where the clos- 
ing months of his lite -were spent be- 
neath the mental cloud which had 
enshrouded a career of marked ability, 
and cheered only by the heroic ancl 
steadfast devotion of his wife 
and 


children, whom he idolized, and from 
whom in health he -was inseparable. 
. 
Mr. Scott is survived by his wife, 


Mrs- Grace Scott, and four children— 
Marie Scott, In .Chicago, and -Pauline, 
Gerald nnd Grace Scott., in this city. 
His mother and a sister reside In Co- 
lumbus. O.. and there Is a brother in 
San Pedro. California.
